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AMERICAN  AGRICULTURE 

With  this  theme  a number  of  Quaker  farmers  met  for 
a ten-day  seminar  in  Washington,  D.C.,  January  31  to 
February  10,  1950,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Friends 
Committee  on  National  Legislation.  From  southern  Cali- 
fornia went  Roscoe  Warren  of  Whittier  and  Ernest 
Standing  of  Beaumont,  California.  Ernest  has  generously 
shared  his  excellent  report  to  the  American  Friends  Ser- 
vice Committee  who  facilitated  the  trip  east,  with  the 
Friends  Bulletin  and  it  follows  in  part. 


It  seemed  to  be  the  concern  of  the  members 
attending  the  seminar  on  what  could  and  should 
American  Agriculture  do  for  a hungry  world,  that 
something  should  be  done  for  a world  of  hunger 
and  want.  There  were  a great  many  problems  con- 
fronting us  such  as  tremendous  localized  food  sur- 
pluses while  two  thirds  of  the  world  population 
lack  an  adequate  diet  for  proper  living.  As  the 
world’s  leading  industrial  and  agricultural  producer, 
we  are  in  a position  to  make  generous  use  of  our 
economic  resources  to  meet  the  needs  of  a hungry 
world.  We  should  work  for  the  passage  of  legisla- 
tion authorizing  large  scale  gifts  of  our  surpluses. 
We  should  increase  our  support  of  the  Food  and 
Agricultural  Organization  of  the  United  Nations, 
whose  chief  aims  are  to  help  nations  raise  the 
standard  of  living,  to  improve  nutrition  of  the 
peoples  of  all  countries,  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
farming,  forestry  and  fisheries,  to  better  the  condi- 
tion of  rural  people,  and,  through  all  of  these 
means,  to  widen  the  opportunity  of  all  people  for 
productive  work. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  3V2  million  people 
unemployed  in  the  United  States.  Conditions  like 
these  create  a lack  of  purchasing  power.  General 
prosperity  in  a country  is  essential  for  the  main- 
taining of  successful  farming. 

We  have  failed  to  keep  our  marketing  system  in 
pace  with  our  ability  to  produce.  The  prices  re- 
ceived for  farm  products  from  the  end  of  1947 
through  1949  have  dropped  23%,  while  prices  of 
the  commodities  the  farmer  has  had  to  buy  have 
dropped  only  4%. 

We  should  lower  and,  in  some  cases,  remove 
tariffs  so  as  to  facilitate  the  flow  of  imports  and  ex- 
ports, thus  broadening  the  base  of  our  economy 
which  would  aid  in  maintaining  a busy,  healthy 
and  peaceful  world.  There  needs  to  be  some  form 
of  educational  program  to  encourage  folks  to  use 
more  of  the  protective  foods,  such  as  meat  products, 
fruits,  and  vegetables.  The  average  family  diet  in 
this  country  is  very  low  on  protective  foods. 


AND  A HUNGRY  WORLD 

During  the  war  we  increased  production  tremen- 
dously and  we  are  still  doing  it,  yet  if  every  one 
had  what  they  should  for  a well  balanced  diet 
there  would  be  no  surpluses  today.  According  to 
Dr.  Kellogg,  Chief  Division  of  Soils  Surveys  Plant 
Industry  Station,  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Beltsville,  Maryland,  we  will  have  to  in- 
crease our  production  15%  by  i960.  That  estimate 
is  based  on  figures  from  1939  to  1950.  It  is  sug- 
gested by  some  of  our  economists  that  farmers  in 
areas  where  surpluses  exist  should,  with  govern- 
ment aid,  shift  from  present  type  of  farming  to 
other  crops,  or  put  their  land  into  pasture  for  the 
production  of  sheep  and  cattle.  I do  not  believe 
that  price  support  programs,  to  the  extent  of 
regimentation,  will  offer  a solution  to  the  surplus 
problem.  If  we  have  price  support  it  should  be  on 
simply  a cost  basis  that  would  save  the  farmer  from 
disaster. 

Near  the  close  of  the  seminar  we  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  Congress  in  session  and  to  have 
interviews  with  Congressmen  and  Senators.  Un- 
fortunately a number  of  them  were  leaving  for 
their  homes  during  a Lincoln  Birthday  Holiday.  I 
was  not  able  to  see  Congressman  Philips  from  our 
district,  but  I did  have  an  interview  with  Congress- 
man Sheppard  from  the  district  next  to  ours  after  a 
forty-five  minute  wait.  The  attitude  he  took  in 
regard  to  the  problems  confronting  us  such  as, 
sending  surpluses  to  countries  where  they  are  need- 
ed, was  very  discouraging.  He  believed  that  war 
was  inevitable  and  that  the  only  thing  for  us  to  do 
was  to  strike  first.  I tried  to  point  out  that  it  was 
our  duty  as  the  world’s  leading  industrial  and  agri- 
cultural producer  to  lead  the  world  toward  Chris- 
tian brotherhood  and  universal  peace,  as  set  forth 
by  Christ.  If  we  would  only  use  our  economic 
resources  for  peace  to  the  same  extent  that  we  do 
for  war,  we  shall  have  peace.  At  that  point  the 
Congressman  said  if  I knew  what  he  knew,  I 
wouldn’t  talk  that  way. 

I never  had  realized  the  importance  of  individual 
letters  to  our  Senators  and  Representatives  before 
my  visit  to  Washington.  One  Congressman  sent 
out  24  questionnaires  to  his  constituents  in  regard 
to  a certain  issue  that  was  coming  up,  and  he  only 
received  one  reply  which  said  the  writer  had  no 
time  to  be  bothered.  One  of  the  Congressmen  said 
that  he  believed  that  half  of  the  people  signing 
petitions  didn’t  know  what  they  were  signing. 

We  should  continue  to  send  letters  to  our  Con- 
gressmen urging  that  present  surpluses  be  given 
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away,  especially  to  Asia  where  there  is  so  much 
need,  rather  than  letting  food  rot  or  be  destroyed. 
The  United  States  should  pay  the  packaging  and 
transportation  costs  where  it  can  not  be  met  other- 
wise. We  have  tons  of  dried  eggs  in  Kansas  which 
our  Washington  officials  say  will  eventually  be 
dumped.  There  are  also  large  surpluses  of  corn, 
cotton,  wheat,  peanuts,  rice,  butter,  and  potatoes. 
We  need  to  give  technical  assistence  which  will  help 
underdeveloped  countries  to  help  themselves  as  well 
as  immediate  relief.  We  should  get  away  from 
national  pride  and  selfishness  and  recognize  that  we 
are  a part  of  a World  Community.

THIS  ISSUE 

Whittaker  Chambers,  Alger  Hiss  and  Dr.  Klaus  Fuchs 
have  taken  with  them  and  their  various  activities  the 
Society  of  Friends  into  the  international  lime-light.  Cham- 
bers is  said  to  belong  to  a New  England  Meeting,  the 
wife  of  Alger  Hiss  is  a member  of  an  eastern  Meeting 
and  Fuchs’  father  is  Emil  Fuchs,  German  Quaker,  a 

recent  lecturer  at  Pendle  Hill  and  the  author  of  the  cur- 
rent Pendle  Hill  pamphlet,  "Christ  in  Catastrophe”.  All 
three  have  been  discredited  in  the  public  eye  on  two 

counts:  the  political  one  of  giving  aid  and  comfort  to 

the  "enemy”,  Russia,  and  the  moral  count  of  perjuring 
themselves  or  "betraying”  their  friends. 

I think  readers  of  the  Bulletin  should  be  interested 
in  at  least  two  aspects  of  this  situation.  First,  what  does 
the  Society  of  Friends  have  to  say  constructively  about  it 
— and  by  this  I mean  through  the  several  Friends’ 
papers  who  are  in  much  better  position  geographically 
and  by  association  to  know  many  more  of  the  facts  affect- 
ing the  situation  than  can  this  Bulletin.  What  are  the 
advices  to  Friends  of  the  responsible  Committees  of 

Overseers  who  are  most  closely  responsible  for  the 
Chambers’  and  Hiss’  families?  Will  English  or  German 
Friends  relate  their  experience  and  counsel  concerning 
Klaus  Fuchs?  Most  of  us  are  appalled  at  this  time  by 
our  complete  reliance  upon  the  commercial  news  services 
for  our  information,  new  services  who  have  proved  so 
often  to  be  responsible  to  hysteria,  propaganda  and 
nationalistic  interests  rather  than  to  Truth.  'We  might 
also  be  appalled  by  the  casualness  and  silence  of  Friends’ 
concern  for  these  "associates”  of  ours. 

Another  aspect  has  occurred  to  me  so  many  times  I 
feel  it  must  occur  to  others.  Is  there  any  spiritual  link 
between  these  men,  particularly  Hiss  and  Fuchs,  and  the 
unpopular  Quaker  "traitors”  of  the  days  of  Cromwell,  the 
Revolutionary  War,  the  Civil  War  or,  for  that  matter,  any 
war.  In  Stephen  Spender’s  careful  article  "The  Inner 
Meanings  of  the  Fuchs  Case”  (The  New  York  Times 
Magazine  Section:  3/12/50),  which  was  written  after  con- 
sulting an  English  Quaker  close  to  the  father,  Emil, 
Stephen  Spender  makes  this  interesting  observation:  "In 
order  to  understand  the  nature  of  the  choice  involved 
[i.e.,  the  choice  of  Fuchs  to  do  right  or  wrong  with  his 
powers,  Ed.]  the  reader  must  ask  himself:  If  I had  the 
power  to  press  a button  which  would  give  victory  to 
one  side  in  the  present  conflict  between  ideologies  and 
if  I had  to  consider  not  just  the  future  of  my  own  country, 
but  that  of  the  whole  world,  would  I be  convinced  that 
the  side  I am  working  for  is  the  right  one?  The  very 
existence  of  such  a question  would  put  one  above  and 
outside  one’s  own  nation.  The  atomic  scientists  are 
isolated  in  more  ways  than  one.  They  are  isolated  in 
their  secrecy,  and  also  in  their  responsibility  for  uses  to 
which  their  researches  will  be  put.  And  although  now 
the  cry  for  more  and  more  security  is  inevitable  it  is  well 
to  remember  that  the  only  safety  for  the  world  lies  in 
human  beings  developing  a world  point  of  view,  which 
is  the  implication  of  the  technical  powers  for  constructing 


a new,  or  destroying  an  old,  world  that  we  now  possess.  . .” 
The  statement  of  this  problem  facing  a conscientious 
man  is  the  statement  of  a problem  traditional  with  Friends, 
who  have  also  their  kind  of  "isolation”:  who  have  an 
allegiance  to  a power  above  that  of  nations,  a power  which 
resides  not  in  a chosen  few  but  in  all  men.  'We  are  still 
in  a time  of  extravagant  hysteria  where  war  can  be 
described  as  hot  or  cold.  It  is  a time  when  Friends  have 
great  responsibility  to  speak  clearly,  fearlessly  and  help- 
fully of  Truth  as  they  discover  it  in  just  such  situations.

LETTER  FROM  WINIFRED  RAWLINS 

I want  to  share  a concern  with  my  fellow-members  of 
the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  Rising  out  of  a Peacemakers 
conference  held  recently  in  New  York  a plan  is  developing 
to  observe  a seven-day  fast  during  the  week  before  Easter 
Sunday  in  Washington,  D.C.,  in  an  attempt  to  pierce  the 
apathy  and  fear  with  regard  to  the  hydrogen  bomb. 

So  far  about  12-14  people  have  agreed  to  take  part, 
including  A.  J.  Muste  and  Bayard  Rustin,  and  we  expect 
others  to  join  us  as  time  draws  near.  We  have  been 
promised  the  use  of  a large  house  where  we  shall  live 
together  and  spend  part  of  each  day  in  prayer  and  quiet. 
During  the  week  we  shall  seek  for  interviews  with  national 
leaders  in  different  groups — the  government,  the  churches, 
scientists,  workers  and  also  the  Russian  Embassy.  At 
the  same  time  there  will  be  approaches  to  the  general 
public  to  inform  people  of  what  we  are  doing. 

We  shall  ask  them  to  face  in  the  light  of  eternal  val- 
ues the  moral  issues  involved  in  the  atomic  arms  race  and 
urge  the  abandonment  of  the  war  method.  I know  that 
Friends  will  pray  with  us  and  for  us,  and  if  any  Friends, 
F.O.R.  members  or  others  are  led  to  unite  with  us  in 
this  action,  either  in  Washington  or  in  their  own  com- 
munity, they  should  write  to  Francis  Hall  or  to  me  at 
the  address  below.

PEACE  THREATENS  WASHINGTON 

A new  war  scare  to  frighten  the  American  peo- 
ple and  win  their  support  for  a greatly  expanded 
arms  program  is  being  planned  in  the  not  too  dis- 
tant future,  according  to  the  conservative  and  reli- 
able United  States  News  (February  17).  Washing- 
ton officialdom  is  greatly  alarmed  about  the  rising 
demands  now  flooding  the  nation’s  capital  for  new 
moves  toward  peace  on  the  part  of  the  Truman 
administration;  and  to  counteract  this  peace  offensive, 
war  scares  and  demands  for  more  money  for  arma- 
ment will  be  trumped  up.  This  is  in  line  with 
previous  propaganda  drives  by  the  state  and  defense 
departments.  Two  years  ago  "foreign”  submarines 
were  reported  "off”  the  Pacific  coast  by  "high 
naval  sources”  but  the  navy  later  admitted  to  a con- 
gressional committee  that  the  alleged  submarines 
were  seen  several  thousand  miles  away — one  off  the 
coast  of  Siberia! 

Confirmation  of  the  United  States  News  prediction 
that  a new  propaganda  drive  was  impending  was 
given  March  14  by  Secretary  of  the  Navy  Matthews 
when  he  told  an  audience  that  the  cold  war  would 
likely  turn  into  a hot  war  because  "our  peace  time 
attitude  will  no  longer  serve  our  nation’s  needs.”

The  major  difficulty  seemed  to  be  that  the  work  and 
philosophy  of  the  A.F.S.C.  were  so  completely  foreign 
to  the  experience  of  most  of  the  audiences.  However,  a 
good  start  has  been  made  in  interpreting  this  program. 

Both  Leta  Cromwell  and  Russ  Jorgensen  were  able  to 
attend  the  Ogden  Meeting  for  Worship  held  on  Sunday 
evenings  at  232  University  Street,  Salt  Lake  City,  and 
offer  helpful  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the 
meeting.

Island  where  the  Ludwigs  and  Thorsens  are  building, 
planting  a large  garden.  Jack  writes  that  the  Seattle  meet- 
ing house  is  moving  along  rapidly  and  it  is  hoped  to  be 
finished  in  a few  months  as  special  committees  meet  to 
consider  type  and  colors  for  interior  finishing.  Russell 
Branson’s  visit  was  very  helpful  to  the  Meeting. 


AUSTRALIA  GENERAL  MEETING  WRITES  TO  US 

For  the  first  time  since  it  was  established  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  century,  Australia  General  Meeting  has  been 
held  in  Brisbane,  Queensland.  Sessions  lasted  from  Jan. 
9-13,  with  a preceding  summer  school,  which  had  as  its 
theme  . . . "Reverence  for  Life”.  Some  70  Friends  were 
in  residence;  over  a third  would  have  had  more  than 
2000  miles  of  travel  before  reaching  home  again,  and 
one,  from  West  Australia,  over  5000  miles — -an  indication 
of  Australian  distances.  Two  years  ago  our  particular 
visitors  at  G.M.  were  the  Danns,  of  your  meeting,  and 
this  year  our  visitors  were  5 Friends  from  England,  2 from 
New  Zealand,  2 from  India. 

Of  the  two  Friends  from  New  Zealand,  one  was  the 
first  official  representative  from  that  General  Meeting, 
first  fruits  of  a joint  Australian-New  Zealand  concern  for 
closer  relationships.  Australian  Friends  will  send  an  offi- 


cial representative  to  N.Z.  next  year  and  in  addition  a 
joint  committee  will  carry  out  other  ideas  for  cooperation 
between  the  two  groups.  We  are  all  concerned  to  come 
closer  to  Friends  in  the  Pacific  area  and  look  forward  to 
the  possibility  of  a Pacific  Conference  with  the  Friends 
World  Conference  in  England  in  1952  . . . 

We  are  hopeful  that  2 Friends,  as  it  happens  in 
Queensland,  will  attend  Five  Years  Meeting  in  America 
this  year  on  our  behalf.  Queensland  Friends  asked  for 
and  received  the  encouragement  of  General  Meeting  to 
go  forward  with  a scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Friends  Primary  School  near  Brisbane.  The  only  Friends 
School  in  Australia  at  present  is  in  Hobart,  Tasmania,  a 
big  establishment  with  some  700  pupils,  including  135 
boarders.  But  Brisbane  is  1,300  miles  by  air  from 
Hobart,  and  some  Friends  children  live  a further  450 
miles  away  . . . 

Among  other  subjects  discussed  were  the  Round  the 
World  Quaker  Letters  for  Children,  a concern  of  one 
Friend  to  undertake  a survey  of  our  aborigines  in  one  bad 
area,  the  peace  treaty  with  Japan,  the  A.F.S.C.  report  on 
U.S. -Soviet  relations  (which  is  being  distributed  for  dis- 
cussion by  Monthly  Meetings)  and  a proposal  to  convert 
ourselves  into  a Yearly  Meeting — a proposal  that  requires 
considerable  thought  and  preparation.

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RECONCILIATION  TOURS 

Recently  the  Fellowship  of  Reconciliation  in  southern 
California  (213  South  Broadway,  Los  Angeles,  Calif.) 
announced  a series  of  valuable  tours  to  world  religions 
in  Los  Angeles  under  the  leadership  of  Teresina  Rowell 
Havens.  These  tours  are  open  to  any  groups  and  are 
at  present  built  around  four  themes.  The  first  of  these 
is  Japanese  Buddhism  in  which  is  included  a visit  to  the 
temples  of  three  sects,  Shingon,  in  which  an  opportunity 
to  share  in  the  service  of  a young  Buddhist  group  is 
arranged,  and  Pure  Land,  a pure  sect  of  salvation  by 
faith,  and  third,  Zen,  a way-of-life  in  which  is  stressed 
meditation  and  art.  A part  of  this  tour  is  a Japanese 
luncheon  in  a Japanese  atmosphere. 

A second  tour  is  directed  more  generally  toward  Japan- 
ese culture  visiting  a rock-garden,  temple  architecture, 
music  and  Japanese  prints,  pottery  shops  and  home  flower 
arrangements  and  will  end  in  a visit  to  the  office  of  the 
Japanese-American  Citizens  League  for  a look-in  on  social 
and  political  activities. 

The  third  tour  centers  on  Judaism  where  men  and 
women  are  particularly  warned  to  wear  head  coverings. 
Three  branches  of  Judaism,  the  orthodox,  conservative 
and  reformed,  are  visited  and  in  each  center  explanation 
is  given  as  well  as  opportunity  to  participate  in  their 
time  of  worship. 

The  fourth  tour  is  focused  on  Hinduism  and  "new 
world  faiths"  when  tourists  visit  a Vedanta  Center  and 
an  ashram.  These  centers,  unlike  other  tours,  represent 
not  cultural  or  ethnic  groups,  but  movements  for  Amer- 
icans offering  answer  to  the  question  posed  by  the 
multiplicity  of  religious  organizations  observed  in  our 
culture. 

These  tours  are  not  for  curiosity-seekers,  but  for  those 
with  a sincere  desire  to  understand  the  religions  and  cul- 


tures of  our  fellow-Californians.  Where  possible  oppor- 
tunities will  be  provided  for  informal  interchange  with 
members  of  the  groups  visited.  Groups  are  limited  to  20 
persons,  with  a minimum  of  10,  and  are  encouraged  to 
take  all  four  tours  in  order  to  get  a well-rounded  picture.
